others not formerly employed with them.

So o n after they start­ 
ed the J erries go ing back and kept 
this up until they were abo ut twen­ 
ty miles back o f Chateau

dfiv e day s. 
Sco ut Patro l. 
Sergt. Sho re was amo ng tho se in 
the sco ut patro l and his sto ry o f ho w 
these patro ls wo uld go o ut at night 
o v er in back o f the German lines 
wo uld back the dime no v els o f the 
wild and wo o lly stuff o ff the co unters 
in the bo o k sto re. 
Night after night 
he wo uld pick fo ur o r fiv e men and 
slip o v er back o f the German lines 
and co me back with info rmatio n as 
to what was being do ne in the way 
o f preparatio ns fo r battle and any 
o ther useful info rmatio n. 
The dark­ 
er the night the better the chances 
o f getting o v er and back. 
Dangero us Task. 
The task o f go ing o ut thru No - 
Man’s Land and entering the German 
trenches was o ne o f the mo st danger­ 
o us o ccupatio ns o f the serv ice. 
The 
American sentries all alo ng the line 
wo uld 
be 
info rmed that a patro l 
j 
wo uld go o ut fro m such and such 
po st and wo uld be ex pected to return 


at a po st designated. 
The fo ur o r 
fiv e men wo uld slip o ut o f the Amer­ 
ican trenches and creep alo ng thru 
| grass, o r if in a wo o ds walk cau­ 
tio usly , pro gress being v ery slo w at 
ail times. 
Sho uld a flare be sent 
up. y o u wo uld stand perfectly still, 
and no t dro p to the gro und as o ne 
wo uld naturally think. 
If y o u were 
abo ut to take a step as the flare fro m 
the German lines was sent up, y o u 
wo uld remain in that po sitio n until 
the light had been ex tinguished. 
If 
y o u wo uld dro p to the gro und, the 
German machine gunners wo uld see 
y o u and kno w' it was a patro l and 
wo uld turn their guns o n that spo t 
until the gro und wo uld be to rn to 
pieces, where if y o u did no t mo v e 
they might no t no tice y o u at all. 


Was Very Fo rtunate. 
In the 
many trips 
Sergt. Sho re 
made with his party o f men back in­ 
to the German lines he nev er enco un­ 
tered any tro uble, altho ugh at times 
he co uld almo st reach o ut and to uch 
the German sentries and men. 
But 
it was the purpo se o f the patro l to 
secure info rmatio n and no t to fight 
unless co rnered. 
The men wo uld be

Back o f Our Lines. 
Once in a while a German machine 
gunner wo uld get thru o ur lines and 
place a machine gun, and when so me 
o f o ur bo y s fo rget themselv es 
and 
made a little no ise o r laughed o ut- 


lo nd they wo uld be sho wered with 
machine gun bullets. 
Then a hunt 
wo uld be made to lo cate the gunner 
which so me times to o k fiv e o r six 
ho urs, as they wo uld get into trees 
and at o ther times escape back, but 
when fo und he did no t last lo ng. 


Wo nderful Trips. 
Two seemingly 
impo ssible 
trips 
back o f the German lines were made 
by Sergt. Sho re during *he day time 
and v aluable 
info rmatio n 
secured. 
Bo th o f these trips were made thru 
timber and brush, but nev ertheless, 
to go o ut and get back o f the German 
lines in day light takes so me nerv e. 
The trip wo uld be made practically 
all o f the time by crawling 0 1 1 
his 
sto mach. 


Ex pected Ix mg Best. 
After do ing a great deal o f fight­ 
ing in this secto r his regiment was 
reliev ed by the 36 6 th Infantry and 
they went back o f the lines fo r what 
they tho t wo uld be a six weeks rest. 
Fo r ten nights they hiked all night 
lo ng, resting during the day . then 
to o k a train fo r a day and were then 
billeted. 
Fo r ten day s they drilled 
fro m fiv e to ten and as high as fo ur­ 
teen ho urs a day . and instead o f the 
rest were sent o v er to the St. Mihiel 
secto r. 


The St. Mihiel Driv e. 
They arriv ed here abo ut the time 
the driv e started. September 12. and 
fo r a small battle it was o ne o f the 
mo st desperate o f the war. 
It was 
here that the French lo st thirty -fiv e 
tho usand men try ing to take a well 
fo rtified hill o r mo unt held by the 
Germans. During the night the artil­ 
lery started in and certainly to re up 
things. 
At 5 :30 the nex t mo rning 
they went o v er the to p and in twelv e

ho urs had taken the mo unt held by 
the Germans, which the French hail 
fo ught fo r o v er three y ears, and had 
driv en the Huns back six miles. Thir­ 
ty -fiv e tho usand men had been cap­ 
tured. ammunitio n, truck trains, ar­ 
tillery , fo o d and all kinds o f supplies 
were taken. 
The Americans mo v ed 
so quickly o n the enemy that they 
did no t hav e tin’*» to get away . 


Wo rk o f Artillery . 
The artillery did a wo nderful wo rk 
here and had the lo catio n o f the en­ 
emy guns do wn so clo se that o nly 
fo rty shells were sent back at the 
Americans after the big guns o pened 
up o n them, but ev en tho the gro und 
had been practically to rn up, a great 
many o f the enemy surv iv ed to fight 
the bo y s who went o v er the to p. 


Blo o diest .S|K>t in France. 
After that battle the gro und wan 
co v ered with blo o d, and it was o ne 
o f the wo rst lo o king spo ts in France. 
Befo re the battle there was a heav y 
timber there, so thick that it was 
hard fo r a man to penetrate, but aft­ 
er the battle no thing was left but a 
few stumps and there was wire en­ 
tanglements in ev ery directio n and 
trenches lo o king like a Chinese puz­ 
zle. 
After abo ut a week In this sec­ 
to r his regiment was sent to the Ver­ 
dun secto r, requiring three day s to 
make the mo v e.
